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PREFACE.

EVER since we commenced a monthly 
prayer- meeting for the success and spread of 
the Gospel, we have experienced the want of 
bymns suited to the occasion. When !] first 
mentioned to our church the necessity of 
enlarging the number of such hymns, and re- 
quested the persons then present to lend me 
what hymn books they had by them, in order 
that I might select such as were suited to the 
Isuhject--my design went no further than to 
make a selection in manuscript, that those 
cho wished might take copies of it. 


The inconvenience attending this method, 
led them to desire me, when I had made the 
election, to print it; and I promised to com- 
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. Bly with their request, if the people would 
subscribe for a number sufficient to defray the- 
expence of printing. But when I mentioned 
it to some others of the church, they objected 
to an increase of our hymn books, from our 
having too many already, and Dr. Watts's 
being too seldom used; but the same persons 
suggested that if I would enlarge my design 
and select, from the different books we have 
in use, all the principal hymns, and thereby 
make a selection sufficiently large to render 
all others (except Dr. Watts's Psalms and 
Hymns) unnecessary, it would be of consi- 
derable advantage to the congregation. 1 


By relating this proposal to several others. 
and finding it generally approved, I was in- 
duced to enlarge my design to its present 
_ extent, f 1 


The hymns we hzd in our different books 
relating to the propagation of the Gospel, 
were most of them in didactic poetry; speak- 
ing of it as a Subject of prophecy, to be fulfilled 
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at some future period, rather than praying 
for, and expecting it as a blessing now to be 
enjoyed. This I have long considered as 
being very unfavourable to devotion, and 
therefore I was induced to attempt an altera- 
tion of most of those hymns, and render them 
petitionary. For this reason I have inserted 
a few of Dr. Watts's Psalms, whose original 
form is didactic; but by a change of the mood, 

person, or tense, they are made suitable to 
my design. I am aware the alteration has in 
many instances injured the elegance of the 
poetry; yet I hope the advantage it will afford 
to the spirit of devotion, will be more than a 
compensation to the pious mind. 


I have been actuated by the same motive 


in my choice of the hymns, which for the 


sake of distinguishing them from the mis- 


Sionary, I call devotional, These consist, 
7 


principally, of hymns confessing sin praying 
for blessin g—pleading the promises—and siv 


ling thanks for mercies. 
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I have often observed that the hymns which 
are the most devotional are by far the most 
frequently used, both by those who choose 
them at our prayer- meetings, and by our 
Clerk in our public worship. The compara- 
tive smallness of the number of this description 
in Dr. Watts's, was one prevailing inducement 
with me to comply with the request of those 
who wished me to make a collection suf- 
ficiently large to be used as an appendix to 
his Psalms and Hymns, and to preclude the 
necessity of using any other. 


"T hough the hymns which are not mis- 
$10nary are chiefly devotional; yet as the 
book is intended to be used in our public 
worship, I have inserted a considerable num- 
ber which the congregation have long been 
in the habits of using, that do not immediately 
come under this description ; but are of a 
more general nature; viz. Invitations to sin- 
ners—for fast days—genera! or particular oc- 
currences, as afflictions, death judgment, &c. 
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PREFACE, vi 
It is not to be supposed that this book 


eontains hymns suited to every sermon, as 
there is no book that does, nor indeed is it 


necessary; for the hymns which pray that 
the sermon may have its due weight upon the 


minds of the hearers, and be exemplified in 


their lives, appear more suitable after sermon, 
than those which merely repeat the sentiments 
of the discourse in didactic poetry, I have 
therefore inserted a considerable number of 
short hymns of this description; some at the 
end of the missionary, and the others at the 
end of the devotional, which I trust will be 
found useful, when neither Dr. Watts's Psalms 
and Hymns, nor this selection, will furnish 
us with a hymn suitable to the sermon. 


The missionary hymns are designed, prin- 
cipally, for the use of our prayer- meetings for 
the success of the Gospel; yet they should by 
no means be confined to them. Our hymns, 
like our prayers, sermons and actions, have 
long displayed too little of a missionary spirit. 
It might be well if one or two of them were 
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sung every Lord's day; as having a tendency 
to revive in thc minds of the congregation 
a sense of the necessity and importance of 
missions to the heathen, and to excite a spirit 
of ea nest prayer for their salvation. 


I hope this selection will answer every 
essential purpose as a supplement to Dr. 
Watts's; and earnestly pray it may prove 2 


means, under the influence of the Holy Ghost, 


of aiding that part of worship in which I have 
often engaged with inexpressible pleasure; 
and prove a blessing to that people for whose 


spiritual interest my soul is concerned next 


to its own.
